Thelr first achievemont waa to steal
all the fire grates; then the lead pipe leadin
from the sin

to the kitchen out into the yar
was broken off and went the way of all stolen
lead pipe—to a junk shop. In one of the rooms
o grate was left for the purposs of kKeoping a
fire to cook the buneon on which the spirits fod;
and from the quantlty of riods, bread-crust
soraps, cte. on the floor, the ghoats mnst have
been not of the lean and hnongry kind. The
two buildings adjoining are occupled as s modi-
onl institute, somwe of tho ocoupants of which
bearing  the heavy tramps of fest over
the bare floor, fed the flames of wondar by re-
porting to inguirers that thoy heard unnatnral
nolaes at midnieght. This, of courso, was sproad,
and manufactared lnto weeplog snd walling nnd
guashiing of teeth, Imagination helping the
groody bellovers to sundry other nolses which
nolther they nor any one d¢lse ever heard. Fi-
pally, the partics who made the houss their
nightly ubode learned that a tenaut would soon
occupy the promises. Not wishing to be onsted,
they Lit upon a plan to give the coming tenant
a seare which would leave them o full e>sotrol.
They obtalned a plece of bell-wire, which they
lald alopg the under sarface of the kitehen loor,
To one end was attached o large rubber elastic.
The other end c¢ame oub even with the back
cellar window, which could easily be removed.
On his end of the wire n loop was formed,
to which could be attached a stout cord
leading Into the small private alley. The
rubber band was fastened over o wooden cleet
nalled to the lower surface of the floor, so that
when it was sllowed to nrrilu; back It could do
so without any davger of lts bocoming loosened.
